(unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch Men are very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution rhereof. In or- 
der whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old

made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great Importunities were uſed to his Sacred Majeſty, 
that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto his Ma- 


 jeſty, out of his pious Inclination to give ſatisfattion (lo far as could be reaſonably expected) 


to all his Subjects of what Perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend.” 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we find to have 
been uſed in the like caſe in former Times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed 
unto us, we have rejected all ſich as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly 
ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of England, or 


indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) orelſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly 


firvolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred tous (by what perſons, under what 
ptetences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite

But theſe many years paſſed, this podly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been 
fo altered, broken, and neglected, 4 feng; fn uncertain Stories and Legends, with multi- 


tude of Reſponds, Verſes, vam Repetitions, Conmnernorations and that commonly, 
when any Book of the Bible was begun, aſter three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt 


were unread. And in this ſort the Book of Iſaiab was begun in Advent, and the Book of Gencſis 
in Septuageſima ; but they were only begun, and never read thorough : After like fort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch Lan- 
2 ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by hear- 
ing the ſame; the Service in this Church of Exgland theſe many years, hath been read in Latin 
to the people, which they underſtand not; ſo that they have heard with their ears only, and 
their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereof every one was 
called a No#urn; Now of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly 
omitted. Moreover, thenumber and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate 
a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find gut what ſhould be read, then to 
read it when it was found out. 


Theſe Inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the 


' fame ſhall be redrefſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for 
that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood; wherein (ſo much as may be) the 
reading of holy Scriptureis ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking 
one piece from another. For this cauſebe cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Inytatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture: 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; there- 
fore certain Rules are here ſet forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and eaſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading 
of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and the old Fathers, and a 


great deal more profitable and commodious, then that whi

And ſoraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and pra- 
dice ofthe ſame ; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all 
XZ doubts, conceming the manner how to underſtand, do, and execute the things contajned in 
cis Book; the Parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, hall alway reſort tothe Biſtiop 
of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 
XX fame; ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the 
Bichop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbi-

there be, which althouMFthey have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought good to rſerve

terof conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to 
their old Cuſtoms ;' and again on the other ſide, ſome be ſonew-fangled, that they would inno- 


vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: It was 


thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either oftheſe Par- 


ties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, 
whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtom- 


ed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill 
Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in 


theſe latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable; whereof Saint Auguſtine in his time 
complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that the Eſtate of Chriſtian people was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled that ſuch yoke 
and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would 
Saint Auguſtine taveſaid; if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of us; Where. 
unto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude of 
Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did more confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us, And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a 


Ceremonial Law (as muchof Afoſes Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bon- 
dage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the Spirit ; being content only with thoſe 


Ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir 
up the dull mind of man to the rememhrance of his duty to God, by ſorfte notable and ſpecial 
ſignification, whereby he might bEedihed. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abo- 
liſhment of certain Ceremonies was, 'That they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtiti- 
ous blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought 


more their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be-taken away, 
the thingremaining ſtill. NY "= 


But now asconcerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be offended, for that ſome 
of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill : If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is 


not pollible to keep any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceiyeJuſt

And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, caſting lots: that it might be 
fulfilled, which was ſpoken by the pꝛophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my veſture did they 
calt lots. And ſitting down, they watched him there; and 
ſet up over his head his accuſation Witten, THIS 18 JE- 
SUS THE KING OF THE JEWV S. Then were there 
two thieves crucified withhim : one on the righthand, and 
another on the left, And they that paſſed by reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt the
